THE  ADDISON  MIZNER  AND  BERBERY  AN 
COLLECTIONS 


FOlt  those  who  have  not  visited  Palm  Beach  in  recent  years  a  few 
words  are  not  amiss  regarding  the  unique  position  the  Addison 
Mizner  Gallery  occupies  in  its  social  life.  As  in  the  days  of 
Thomas  Chippendale,  when  fashionable  London  gathered  in  his  show 
rooms  for  artistic  comment,  so  in  the  tropical  Florida  afternoons 
prominent  gatherings  may  be  observed  in  the  magnetic  atmosphere  of 
Mr.  Mizner's  collection. 

Mr.  Addison  Mizner  won  fame  by  revolutionizing  the  architectural 
style  of  Palm  Beach.  Six  or  seven  years  ago,  when  its  architecture 
was  similar  to  that  of  any  midwestern  town,  Mr.  Mizner  was  called 
upon  to  design  the  Everglades  Club.  His  Spanish  interpretation  of 
this  building,  with  its  attractive  halls  and  patios,  won  universal  com- 
mendation and  from  then  on  this  Latin  style,  so  adaptable  to  the 
tropical  setting,  was  acknowledged  as  Florida's  architecture.  Today, 
owing  to  Mr.  Mizner's  pioneer  efforts,  Palm  Beach  is  transformed  into 
a  picturesque  watering  resort  where  one  doubts  if  it  is  really  America, 
so  reminiscent  of  old  Spain  is  its  architecture  and  vegetation. 

To  procure  suitable  furniture  and  rugs  for  the  picturesque  back- 
ground produced  by  Mr.  Mizner's  genius,  was  the  problem  which  he 
had  to  solve.  However,  no  obstacle  was  too  great  in  his  determina- 
tion to  transplant  the  charm  of  Latin  Europe.  He  personally  scoured 
Spain  in  his  search  for  "objets  d'art"  and  built  handsome  studios 
and  patios  to  house  the  carefully  selected  treasures  he  procured.  In 
view  of  the  scarcity  of  moderate  priced  Spanish  rugs,  Mr.  Mizner  con- 
tracted with  Eastern  Looms  to  reproduce  the  antique  Spanish  carpets 
of  the  Renaissance,  creating  the  rugs  now  termed  Spanish  Orientals. 

In  selecting  these  rugs  the  public  may  have  the  benefit  of  Mr. 
Mizner's  judgment,  as  he  carefully  chose  for  reproduction  the  best 
examples  extant  in  the  museums  of  Europe.  The  XVth,  XVIth  and 
XVIIth  Century  Spanish  and  Hispano-Moresque  carpets  included  in 
this  sale  are  particularly  fine  examples  and  are  also  in  excellent  con- 
dition. 

Those  who  have  had  occasion  to  acquire  rare  antique  Persian  rugs 
will  know  of  Mr.  Ohan  S.  Berberyan,  who  for  nearly  twenty  years 
has  been  intimately  associated  with  the  finest  examples  of  this  phase 


of  Oriental  art.  For  years  Mr.  Berbervan  has  been  accumulating  the 
6carce  and  much  sought  after  antique  Spanish  carpets  which  have 
practically  disappeared  from  the  markets  of  the  world.  His  collec- 
tion has  been  made  possible  through  his  offices  in  Madrid  and  his  per- 
sonal tours  in  outlying  districts  of  Spain.  King  Alfonso,  through  Am- 
bassador Moore,  commended  Mr.  Berberyan  upon  his  knowledge  and 
collection  of  Spanish  carpets.  His  rugs  are  not  only  acquired  with  a 
technical  sense  but  also  with  a  highly  developed  idea  of  design  and 
color.

A  MASTERPIECE  OF  WEAVING. 

An  Appeal  to  Secure  for  the  Nation  a  Wonderful  Textile 
Treasure. 

By  CA  LLIS  THEIJES. 

Self  ridge  &  Co.  have  pleasure  in  devoting  tin's  column  to  an  appeal  by  the 
authorities  0/  the  Victoria  ami  Albert  Museum for funds  for  i/ie  purchase 
of  a  "j/or.derful  example  of  -velvet  brocade  -weaving. 

WJ^-  Londoners  possess  treasure  houses  for  which  we  ought  to  be  duly 
grateful,  treasures  which  would  make  the  accumulated  riches  of 
Aladdin  or  Monte  Cristo  mere  private  fortunes. 

To-day  those  who  have  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum  make  an  appeal  to  the  public  which  deserves  the  most  gener- 
ous response.  The  Museum  possesses  among  its  treasures  a  collection  of 
textiles  which  is  unequalled  for  its  beauty  and  variety  throughout  the  world. 

This  magnificicnt  collection  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  Textile 
Industry  of  this  country,  and  it  is  essential  that  those  responsible  for  the 
production  and  sale  of  textiles  susceptible  of  artistic  treatment  should  be  able 
to  refer  their  designers  to  the  examples  of  the  great  achievements  of  the  past 

A  wonderful  example  of  velvet  brocade  weaving  has  lately  come  to 
light  in  the  Treasure  House  of  an  Indian  Ruler,  where  it  has  lain  hidden 
from  sight  for  many  long  years.  It  was  woven  by  the  Court  Weavers  of 
Shah  Abbas  the  Great,  a  contemporary  of  our  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  design,  elegant  in  its  conception  and  beautiful  in  its  execution, 
shows  a  Persian  courtier  standing  in  a  garden  formed  of  cypresses  and 
blossoming  plants,  and  with  fishponds  with  swimming  fish.  This  courtier 
has  plucked  a  flower,  which  he  is  holding  in  his  hand. 

The  weaving  of  velvets  is  one  of  the  most  intricate  and  skilful  of  all 
textile  processes,  and  when  the  elaborate  nature  of  this  design  is  considered 
it  becomes  immediately  evident  that  the  weaver  has  triumphantly  accom- 
plished one  of  the  greatest  tasks  that  could  ever  be  imposed  upon  a  handi- 
craftsman. 

This  piece  of  velvet  brocade  is,  in  fact,  the  work  of  a  Master,  and  as 
great  an  exposition  of  the  art  and  skill  of  the  Master  Hand  as  any'  of  the 
finest  of  the  world's  paintings  cr  sculptures. 

The  colours  of  the  velvet  pile  still  retain  their  original  brilliance  after 
three  centuries.  The  ground  is  of  fine  gold  thread,  and  the  ponds  are 
rendered  in  silver  thread  with  pale  blue  velvet  lines  to  indicate  the  ripples 
on  their  surface. 

The  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Museum  are  not  equal  to  lite  task  of 
finding  the  whole  of  tlte  sum  necessary  to  secure  this  remarkable  panel.  But 
such  a  masterpiece  must  not  be  lost  to  its. 

On  former  occasions  the  necessity  has  arisen  to  appeal  for  the  assistance 
of  those  who  recognise  the  value  of  the  public  collection,  but  never  has  a 
more  worthy  appeal  been  made  than  this  present  one. 

The  National  Art-Collections  Fund  have  generously  contributed  towards 
the  purchase  of  the  velvet,  and  assistance  has  already  been  promised  from 
some  few  other  sources. 

It  is  with  confidence  that  the  Directors  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum 
look  to  those  interested  in  Textiles  and  those  many  others  who  appreciate 
the  artistic  value  of  such  a  find  to  come  to  their  aid  and  secure  this  treasure 
for  the  Nation.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


I.  Rejection  of  bids :  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the 
article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  may  be  rejected  by 
the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

II.  The  buyer:  The  highest  bidder  Shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute  arises 
between  two  or  more  bidders.  lie'  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the  same  or  put  up  for 
re  sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

III.  Identification  and  deposit  by  buyer:  The  name  of  the  buyer  of  each  lot  shall 
be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  ami  when  so  required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a 
card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for  which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address. 

A  deposit  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  shall  be  made  of  all  or  such  part  of  the 
purchase  prices  as  may  be  required. 

If  the  two  foregoing  conditions  are  not  complied  with,  the  lot  or  lots  so  pur- 
chased may  at  the  option  of  the  auctioneer  be  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

IV.  Risk  after  purchase:  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer, 
and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchasers'  risk,  and  neither  the  consignor  nor  the 
Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any  damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire, 
breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any  other  cause  whatsoever. 

V.  Delivery  of  purchases:  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only  upon 
payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 

VI.  Receipted  bills:  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  receipted 
bill  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized  and  honored  as  an  order 
by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer  of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a 
receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery  of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should 
immediately  notify  the  Association  of  such  loss. 

VII.  Storage  in  default  of  prompt  payment  and  calling  for  goods:  Articles  not 
paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
that  i't  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to 
and  stored  in  some  warehouse  until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser, 
and  the  cost  of  such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against 
the  purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or  storage  will 
be  upon  the  purchaser. 

In  any  instance  where  the  purchase  bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the 
day  following  that  of  the  sale,  the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any 
other  stipulation  in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale  thereof  or  to 
re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further  notice  for  the  account  of  the 
buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for  any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses 
sustained  in  so  doing.

Guaranty:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot  cor- 
rectly and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale  to  point  out  any  error, 
defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either  by  the  owner  or  the  Association 
of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and 
no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloging  or  imper- 
fection not  noted  or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse.

X.  Records:  The  records  of  the  Auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases  to 
be  considered  final  and  the  highest  hid  shall  In  all  cases  be  accepted  by  both  buyer  and 
seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or  damage  shall  lie. 

XI.  Buying  on  order:  Buying  or  bidding  bv  the  Association  for  responsible 
parties  on  orders  transmitted  to  it  by  mail,  telegraph,"  or  telephone,  if  conditions  permit, 
will  be  faithfully  attended  to  without  charge  or  commission.  Any  purchases  so  made 
will  be  subject  to  the  foregoing  conditions  of  sale,  except  that,  in  the  event  of  a  purchase 
of  a  lot  of  one  or  more  books  by  or  for  a  purchaser  who  has  not  through  himself  or  his 
agent  been  present  at  the  exhibition  or  sale,  the  Association  will  permit  such  lot  to  be 
returned  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  purchase  money  will  be  refunded 
if  the  lot  differs  from  its  catalogue  description. 

Orders  for  execution  by  the  Association  should  be  given  with  such  clearness  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  misunderstanding.  Not  only  should  the  lot  number  be  given, 
but  also  the  title,  and  bids  should  be  stated  to  be  so  much  for  the  lot.  and  when  the 
lot  consists  of  one  or  more  volumes  of  hooks  or  objects  of  arts,  the  bid  per  volume 
or  piece  should  also  be  stated.  If  the  one  transmitting  the  order  is  unknown  to  the  Asso- 
ciation, a  deposit  must  be  sent  or  reference  submitted.  Shipping  directions  should  also 
be  given. 

Priced  Catalogues:  Priced  copies  of  the  catalogue,  or  any  session  thereof,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  Association  at  charges  commensurate  with  the  duties  involved  in  copy- 
ing the  necessarv  information  from  the  records  of  the  Association.

No  doubt  both 
of  these  carpets  were  woven  on  the  looms  founded  by  Emperor  Akbar  who 
borrowed  the  Ispahan  Court  weavers  from  his  Persian  contemporary.

My  dear  Mr.  Berberyam - 

Your  Shall  Abbas  velvet  is  of  a  quality  of  weave  and. 
beauty  of  design  that  has  not  before  Deec  seen  in 
America.      ITo  doubt  it  was  woven  for  the  order  and 
in  the  workshops  of  the  Shah.      The  cartoon  of  this 
pre«ious  weave  was  probably  made  by  Riza  Abbas3i,  the 
court  painter  of  the  Shah;  the  style  of  the  textile 
design  is  closely  related  to  the  miniature  paintings 
of  this  celebrated  favorite  of  Shah  Abbas. 

The  Shahs  of  Persia  U3ed  to  give  such  velvet  cloths 
of  gold  as  presents  to  foreign  potentates,  as  for 
instance  the  velvets  given  to  the  Duke  of  Holstein- 
Gottorp  in  1639  which  adorn  now  the  walls  of  a  room 
in  the  Royal  Castle  of  Rosenborg  near  Copenhagen. 
Design  and  repeat  of  the  Rosenborg  velvets  is  however 
much  smaller  than  those  of  your  piece. 

The  repeat  of  your  fabric  is  62  inches.    To  my  knowledge 
it  is  the  only  fabric  of  this  type  and  size  of  which  a 
full  repeat  has  been  preserved.      Incomplete  repeats  of 
velvets  of  figural  design  of  similar  size  are  in  the 
Stchoukine  collection  in  Moscow  and  in  the  celebrated 
Figdor  collection  of  Vienna.      Tour  piece  is  the  most 
gorgeous  ani  best  preserved  Persian  Figural  velvet  that 
I  have  seen.

Note:  Possibly  no  more  beautiful  fabric  has  ever  been  offered  for  sale 
at  public  auction  in  the  history  of  the  world.  A  companion  panel  to  this  was 
acquired  for  the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  through  the  efforts  of  Gordon 
Selfridge,  of  London,  by  public  subscription. 

In  a  letter  to  Mr.  Berberyan,  Mr.  Harshe,  the  Director  of  the  Art  Insti- 
tute of  Chicago,  writes:  "I  appreciated  the  opportunity  of  viewing  with  you 
today  your  very  marvelous  Shah  Abbas  velvet — it  is  a  treasure — one  would 
be  a  great  possession  in  any  museum  in  the  world."

Very  fine  ivory-white  diapered  silk  field ;  enriched  with  diagonal 
rows  of  stellate  flowers  outlined  in  crimson  velvet ;  the  centres 

.  ■  of  flowers  white  with  row  of  petals  in  pale  green,  the  outer  petals 
of  pale  salmon.  The  stems  scrolled,  of  brilliant  blue  outlined 
by  ivory ;  the  curved  leaves  alternately  of  salmon  and  further 
blue,  outlined  in  crimson  red  and  ivory.  Lined  with  a  heavy 
wefted  yellow  material  which  seems  to  be  jute.

Note:  This  very  interesting  fabric  is  beyond  doubt  of  Indian  origin.  It 
shows  a  design  of  floral  motives  which  is  derived  from  the  Persian  floral 
shrub  patterns,  embodying  Persian  delicacy  with  the  influence  of  Chinese 
painting.  The  rosette  motive  is  found  not  only  in  Indian  textiles,  but  also 
in  Indian  rugs  of  the  seventeenth  century.
